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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmic organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of collective humanity. 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manitestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner stone of The Temple, upon which 
is rTising, age by age, a geometrically perfeet edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the 8ixth great root-race. 

The place of each stone 1s determined by the law of s8election, and the 
8ame law determines the different Degrees and Orders which lead to and 
from the great Stone of Sacrifice which rests upon the pavement of the 
Central Square. 

The development of outer conditions, planes and personalities must keep 
pace with and eorrespond to the development of the interior man, or evolu- 
tionary foree would be diverted from 1its proper channels. 

When the Craftsman or Apprentice to any Degree has finished his term 
of service, and has mastered all the details of the work, he 18s **recognized?” 
by the Master Builder, and raised to a higher Degree, although he may never 
be econscious of the presence of that Master, until his apprenticeship 1s 
completed, and he in turn becomes a Master of a lower Degree. 

The organization of The Temple, the members of which belong by evolu- 
tionary right to a certain Degree of Cosmie Life, which Degree is 8ubdivided 
into geven Orders, is the continuation and expansion of the work of the 
Masters revivified in this country a quarter of a century ago by certain 
chelas or disciples. 

To the efforts of the Masters is due the impulse which has caused the 
great advance in 8cientific, philosophical and social endeavor; for they are 
the guardians of Ancient Wisdom and Knowledge, in which lies the root 
of all progress; and the work of The Temple is to cultivate and embody 
the highest principles of all 8wech endeavor in one 8tupendous living organie 
whole. 

It is a common belief that the fires on the altars of the Ancient Temples 
have been permitted to die out: but **those who know?” say this is not true; 
that they are but hidden from the view of the masses, awaiting the time 
when the veil of ignorance and corruption hanging before the hearts of the 
humanity of this transitory period, 8hall be rent asunder, and the light of 
the ages become manifest to all. The time is comparatively elose at hand 
when the doors of ** The Temple of the Mysteries?” shall once more 8wing 
outward. The Site of that once wonderful strueture has been rediscovered, 
and when the Lord, the Saviour, the Elder Brother of the human race onee 
more reappears to claim his own, He will find a place prepared for him by 
those who, having heard this eall, ** Come over and help us,”” have faithfully 
regponded, and have taken up their share of the burden of responsibility.

He who reads correctly the standing Message on the inside cover 
of The Temple Artisan entitled © The Temple,” $should have no «difhculty 
in rightly determining the place and position of any Order of the Temple. 
the fundamental reasons for the selection of any individual for anv position 
in sich Order, the right to such position, or the duty of sustaining that 
one while 1m ofhce by the collective Þody. 

First, 1t must be understood that the body as a whole 1s not an antono- 
mous body. The Cosmic form, that 1s, the framework of the whole Cosmic 
body 1s unalterable; it persists through a whole Manvantara, and upon 
iHentifying ourselves consciously with sch a body we only ratify what has 
long since been determined by our personal Karma. If we resien or arc 
SuSpended or expelled from the body we s1mply step out from the point 
formerly held by us and the one next below us in the Cosmic scale moves 
up into the position, and im the latter case we go to the lower end of the 
Scale. The form of the body 1s not altered m any way by our attitude. 

[f we become imcapacitated for duty through any other cause than that 
which would necessitate resignation, suspens1on or expulsion, we retain the 
position, even though the next in order performs the duties of that position. 

The autonomy of the separate Squares is a matter of privilege granted 
by the Guardian in Chief at the suggestion of the Master, and snÞject to 
recall 1f abused. 

The officials who hold the temporary points of the Cosmic svmbol, the 
S1x pointed star with dot or small cross in the centre, the permanent offices 
of which are held by the Masters, are appointed by the latter in person. 
The Guardian in Chief has the power to suspend: from active service such 
an officer but cannot remove him or her permanently from the position 
without direction from the Master to such effect. 

The degree of Initiate, permanent retainers of the Cosmic points in 
Such a figure as has been referred to, :. c., the star. with six outer points and 


central point, or cross, all helong to the Degree of the Sexless Lords, those 


beings m whom the masculine and feminine principles have heen combined 


and raised to a higher principle of life. Therefore, in order to perfectly 
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vmbolize the points of the Temple star and $0 represent the present- spiritual 
holders of those points, the neophytes of the Temple of the People who 
hold the official positions, the Board of Guardians, should each he held 
jointly by. a man and his wife 1f the relations of the latter are pure and 
true enough to warrant the same. Unfortunately such marriages are rare. 
\s the neophytes now 1n training for the occupancy of hke positions would 
he, as a rule, ineligthle 1f held strictly to this rule, the official positions can 
only be held temporarily by an individual man or woman, assisted as far as 
may be, by husband, wife or comrade, in the performance of exoteric duties. 

[t must be nnderstood that the seven positions, s1x points and centre, are 
represented and dehnitely indicated in each Order of The Temple as well as 
in the body as a whole, though not designated by the same titles. 

The official staff of The Temple of the People $shall be the Board of 
Guardians, as follows: the Guardian in Chief, F. A. La Due; the Official: 
Head, W. H. Dower, who together represent the central point or cross. The 
S1x guardians who at present represent the s1x points of the Temple star 
are: Edgar Conrow, William W. Kent, Harvey A. Gitbson, Ernest Harrison, 
John Varian and W. H:. Thompson. 

[Ida J. Wilkins, Emily K. Mundy, Frances J. Myers, as mitiated members 
of the Seven, are permanent advisers to all Boards of Guardians when not 
on duty as Guardians. 

[t depends upon the character and kind of service required during any 
particular period of time: as to whether an entire masculine or teminine, or a 
mixed hoard $shall be appointed. It has heen directed that the present board 
Shall be more exoterically masculine, for reasons well known to the 
Masters. 

The Board - of Guardians occupies a $similar position in the Temple of 
the People to that occupied by the Executive Council in the older organi- 
zation of The "Temple. 

The Scribe and Treasurer of the body as a whole are selected and 
appointed from among the Board of Guardians, if such be posstþle. 

Owing to the non-residence of the two devoted members who formerly 
held the position of Scribe and Treasurer, C. L. Harris and Jane W. 
Kent, are holding these positions respectively. Since the illness of Mr. 
Harris, William W. Kent has been fulfilling the scribal duties.

to the Members of the Temple: 

During the past year meetings for worship and instruction have been 
held regularly on Sunday afternoons. At these meetings there 1s always 
mus1c, a reading of Temple Feachings and an address or paper by one 
of the Heads of the Temple or some other member. A number of subjects 
of interest and importance have thus heen presented, and the meetings have 
always been profitable and well attended. 

Meetings of the Central Square have been held regularly on the second 
and fourth Friday evenings of each month, at which meetings Temple 
Teachings have been studied. All other Friday evenings have been devoted 
to the Orders of the 36 and the 14. 

The Temple Builders have held regular meetings on Sunday mornings 
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and Sunday evenings, as will he stated in the reports of that branch of the 
Temple work. These meetings have been held at Hiawatha Hall in Oceano. 
Thev have been open to the pubhc and have been attended and addressed by 
those prominent in the neighborhood. 

A few of the members of the Centre are studying Esperanto with the 
idea that it will come in _use as an international language and he used as 
4 means of coming 1n touch with many who speak various tongues and who 
can come closer together in study and heart s&ympathy through the use of 
Such a common language. Alreadv one Temple member in Mexico has 
apphed to the Centre for direction and help in the study of Esperanto. 

The Centre and the Temple have suffered from the 1lIness of 1ts faithful 
Scribe who has been incapacitated for work for the past s1x months. If any 
members have not received papers or communications at the right time, they 
will understand that -1t has heen due to the fact that the work of the scribe 
had to be taken up by others and that overs1ghts might occur. 

The Temple Ofhce was much. improved when 1t was opened in connection 
with the new. Post Ofhce. The books of the Halcyon Book Concern have 
been nicely arranged m a case with a glass door. The greater part of the 
oftice work of The Temple 18 now done _m this new office and 1t 1s hoped 
that, as time advances, much more may þe sent out from the Centre, both 
in instruction and 1n correspondence, as well as more active and thorough 
propagandism. The othce work of the Temple 1s of exceeding 1mportance 
and should be active and unceasing, prompt and vigorous, strong and carry- 
ing the true Temple hght with warmth and power. 

Durmg the past vear. as hitherto, the Temple work, in its different 
branches, and the workers have heen subjected to unjust criticism and vicious 
attack. All this has drawn the Lovalites closer together into the Guard- 
tan \Wall of defense and 1t has made each one and all together a little more 
nearly mvinciÞble, a httle more unconquerable, a httle more enduring under 
heavy burdens and malicious blows.

To All Comrades of The Temple of The: People: 

This tenth annual Convention of Templars marks an epoch m more ways 
than one. The close of a ten year cycle in the hfe of a person, an organization 
or an individual usually marks important changes on. one plane or another 
according to where the hfe forces are operating at that particular time. 
During previous vears, we, as aspirants, chelas, and disciples of the Great 
Lodge, have had to tight many hard hattles to preserve the integrity of the 
Temple work. During each vear, if we examine [emple History closely, we 
will note that the tight has heen on a particular plane or held of force and 
consclousness. We have had the hght ſpiritual to demonstrate and prove 
by our faith and endurance and inner knowledge that we and I he Temple 
are a holding point for the Masters of Light to work through. Then, there 
have been mental, moral, economic hattles, in building up the work, all involyv- 
ing the forces of their particular held. This past year has witnessed the 
hght material—precipitated no doubt, that we might have the opportunity to 
Show whether or not we. can hold what we have won and huilt up and 
attained on the outer plane. 

Never was there a time m Temple history when a brighter day. seems 
about to dawn for the work and all connected therewith, but at the dawning 
we have found the adversarv arrayed agaist the work to dispute 1ts right to 
the fruits of what that new Cycle 1s to bring forth. During the past vear a 
determined and persistent effort has been made by a little coterie to disin- 
tegrate the Centre. The cause hack of this 1s the same old song, the same old 


Story—ambition, self love, rule or rum pohlcy, a sorehead or some fancied 
grievance until all sense of justice, truth, proportion becomes hopelessly 
obfuscated. As 1n the past these forces have heen unahle. to prevail because of 
the sturdy and determined $stand of loyal members standing as a solid 
phalanx for the work, the Master and on the principles involved. All honor 
he to those who have stood valantly by their obhgations and upheld the hands 
of those 1m charge of the Temple work, upholding by this the great law 
of principles as opposed to personality and personal opinion and ambition. 
The chief difhculty with those who fail and go out of the $shine of the 
Lodge aura mto the shadow, 1s their inahility to discriminate between mere 
opimion and philosophy. The Cosmos 1s huilt-on justice—yet humanity gen- 
erally m this stage of evolution has but a ghmmering of what justice means, 
and 1t 1s rare indeed to find those who are able to look on all s1des of a 
question and be just and impartial. Most people are swayed by feelings, 
fancies and sentiment and all outer and superficial aspects as opposed to 
the just principles involved. The Temple as a Lodge Centre must surely try 
all candidates on these lines, namely, whether they are acting from principle 
or trom personality. Until one can align his action to and: act by basic prin- 
ciples he 1s not prepared to come very close to any real Lodge Centre of 
Light. The Master-Father has admonished us Hold high the Banner of 
of your House, let no earthly honor, no host of hell trample it and you under 
the feet of your soul's oppressors.” Earthly honor is such a precious thing to 
the worldly-minded, but no true occultist ever attained who did not have to 
Sacrifhec that and more before he could pass the Dweller on the Threshhold of 
Personality—and enter the Chamber wherein dwells the Luminous One, the 
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Eternal and Cosmic self—the Augoides of the Greeks—the Father in Heaven 
Of Jesus. 

On various planes must the hattle be fought out. On each plane its 
particular 1880e. We fhave been hghting the Battle of the Eighth plane this 
year and the batle is won. | 

Dr. Dower here digressed and related an interesting vis1on had by a loyal 
and devoted member of the working staff. In the vision H. P. Blavatskv 
came to this one and opened a large book turning over one page after 
another. On each page were characters and pictures descriptive of the battles 
fought by the Great Lodge on various planes. Finally H. P. B. turned to 
one page which was blank and passing her hand over 1t wrote in large hirm 
cnaracters © The Battle_of the Eighth will be won.” As this was a time when 
the disintegration was most active at the Centre further. comment would be 
needless as to the meaning of the vis1on. 

Since the Headquarters have heen on the Pacihc coast the character of 
the work. has been changing gradually, in that, the Centre 1tself has absorbed 
our greatest energles in building up instead of giving the greater attention 
to work outs1de the Centre. This has been absolutely necessary however, 
for the Centre of anvthing 1s 1ts vital point, and until the Centre 1s firmly 
established, 1t cannot radiate the forces properly and strongly to the circum- 
ference. The battle therefore has been to build the centre strongly and well. 
As this 1s of vital 1mportance to the Lodge that they once more have a centre 
and a body of trained and conscious chelas under their direction, 1t 1s no 
wonder that our efforts to build has been attended with so much difhculty 
and that all the disintegrating forces of the cosmos are thrown against the 
Centre to disrupt 1t, and to nullify the efforts of the Masters for this New 
D1ispensation of their Great Work. 

Yet, while so much energy must be expended at this stage in strengthen- 
ing the Centre, it is important that the outposts be kept also as strong as 
possthle. Therefore, those members not as vet able to come to the Centre 
Should do their duty in_ this respect—build up their local Centre and spread 
the Temple Light far and wide and make as many points of contact as 


' poss1hle. If each member will do his duty in this respect the result will 


be felt by the Centre for good, and the Centre will also then be able to 
render greater help to the outside body imteriorly and exteriorly. 


A PERMANENT LECTURER NEEDED. 


Our great need 1s to have someone 1n the lecture field all the time, to 
visit Centres already established, establish new- ones, visit 1s0lated members, 
and mm fact spread the Light and Temple influence far and wide, going from 
one place to another constantly. How much good this would do 1s seen 
from the beneficial effects of Mrs. Wilkin's visit north as far as Seattle this 
past Season. 

Until some qualified and possible person 1s available, the Centre wall 
endeavor: to send. out someone on its staff for occasional trips and await 
the day when we can have one or more in the field all the time. 


MEMBERSHIP. 


The membership has held its own during the past year. There have been 
Some resignations, some have heen removed from the list for inattention 
and a few others have 


to Temple duties—delinquents they may be called 
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been removed for cause. Many new members have been enrolled, and the 
work has held its own easily in all sections—through a trying year 1m many 
Ways. 


Vows A1xND OBLIGATIONS. 


There have been the usual number of pledge fever cases during the past 
vear and some_ cases even took on an epidemic _type—but the 'usual treat- 
ment tried 80 often in the past was effective in the aggravated cases and 
the fever $s00n reduced. []t 1s evident that all the Masters of the White 
Lodge, and all its agents, chelas and disciples could warn and warn against 
this inevitable law of occultism 1n vain, to prevent the germ of this disease 
getting into the svstem: of all neophytes. It must he a karmic germ gen- 
erated in the mighty past and as 1t 1s a part of the grade of matter 1n which 
we hve and move and have our heing. it must he met like the Dweller on 
the Threshold, and he burned up in the fre of our aspiration while we 
learn to endure the blasts of feehngs and swirling forces that the process 
precipitates. When Pledge fever rages m. the svstem, vows and obhgations 
taken, no matter how solemn, are as naught. Colored glasses are. over the 
V1S10n, dust 1m the eves, the ears are over sensittive, the tongue 1s forked, 
the discrimimnation. taculty 1s suspended m function, the: mental porse lost and 
general chaos reigns in the nature while the fever rages. New memhers 
are more quickly affected, though old members occaslonally have an attack 
1t when im. the course of their T1 emple career they are drawn closer to the 
Lodge work by being given some 1mportant position of trust and respons1- 
bility. If members would get on top of their personality and let the force 
ot taith and devotion work through them they would tind they were hitched 
to a mighty engine that would pull them over all the bogs and bad places 
and they would come out triumphant and quickly. In other words renim- 
clation of personal desire_ 1s the medicine that the candidate must give 
Tmsel, distilling this potent elixir from the winepress of his own soul's 
travail, and the consequent crushing of the personal elements of action and 
desire into the Silence of the White Spirit 1s the fruit of sacrihce from which 
the precious elixir 1s expressec.

The 
words of Dr. Little's last song entered very deeply into my mind. 
I think we have not had. to be told *'not to be afraid” and I think 
it 1s because we have gotten closer on interior lines; at the same 
time there 1s one thing strong. in my mind and 1 would like to say 
one thing as a httle hit of warning, and that 1s this, that the 
Temple 1s an army, a $piritual army. Not a theoretical army, but 
an army! The soldiers great power 1s in unanimity of action, 
and this comes from drill. Now the Temple Soldier who 1s up 
in his drill 1s the fellow who 1s going to do the work, and I would 
like to say that this convention has pointed out the leaders of this 
movement, and 1t this convention 1s going to be a success and we 
have not got to have a good deal of pounding, we have got to under- 
Stand that we are an army and that as soldiers we are of no account 
if we feel that we are giving up our freedom in becoming soldiers. 
Now the most powerful army 1s the one in which every individual 
is full of initiative, ready for anything that comes up, but under- 
Standing the rules and regulations, and we know 1if we do these 
things the Master is behind us, and sometimes a God is in us and 
no force on earth can stop our way, for as sure as God 1s above 
us, no matter what is brought against us, it is just as a fog through 
which we travel and it does not matter 1f we cannot see quite as far, 
Still a fog 1s beautiful and it does not matter so long as we see the 
next step ; that 1s all an army requires, but we have got to hight, we 
have got to stand, to be invincible. As $soon as the powers of evil 
hnd that they are up against. an invincible army they see it 1s too 
hot for them. The reason we have to be struck so hard 1s hecause 
we have not realized that we are an army. If we want to be 
SO0Idters we must know how to use the sword. Now the Sword of 
the Spirit has two edges and a point. Truth hits both ways and 
1s Strong. The thing we have got to understand in this army 1s 
that we are militant, we are not vengefnl. I might get word to 
go and fight the Devil and might get killed, hut don't you see 
that 1s not the essential? The essential is that the Devil 1s fought. 
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| wish we could all get that feeling, that the Master is behind 
us and that He has organized this: thing and that when a certain 
thing 1s sa1d, 1t ought to be carried out; that behind it 1s somethinsg 
greater than what has been definitely said, and when a wish is 
expressed strongly the Temple ought to respond to 1t as an Order 
unless there 1s some vital reason for not doing it, and even then 
it should be remembered that you are in the poſition of a soldier. 
This 1s a Þattle; 1t 1s the battle of hte, the battle of death. When 
an evil tendency comes into. your head hit 1t between the eves and- 
knock 1t out. It you let an evil tendency stay in your head for 
ten minutes 1t has gained a foothold. The soldier does what he 
is told; 1t he 1s told to go over a river he goes, even 1t he knows 
that he will drown. We. have got to make a pathway for the 
whole race, not merely the httle group we represent. We are the 
force that 1s drawing the race .into the interior world, the land of 
Fir nanoge, the land of Ever young and because the Devil 1s in 
the way we have got to keep our ranks. I do not think we are at 
the end of the fight, we are just beginning. I don't think we have 
amounted to much up to this time because we 1d not know we 
were $8oldiers. We are just commencing to know that we have 
got to know our drill and work in phalanx, got to know our sword 
play, be able to strike, be able to obey orders, be able to hold up 
our heads. We are just beginning to realize these things; they 
have been a little in the abstract, and I think the order of the 
Temple that we are to be formed more regularly in phalanx 1s an 
order to the whole of us that we stand in ranks and fight as the 
Master orders us to fight. That is our business, not to look up 
to the tops of the hills all the day long, not to hate anvthing. but 
to do our business.

's caught in vessels by the demons inhabiting the underworld and 
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viven to their companions. This residue, the unconvertable base 
part left in the hirth to higher life, taken up by the people of a

Once a year the people 


confessed their sins and the priest took those sins and laid them 


upon the head of the goat and confessed those sins and- the goat 


was led away into the wilderness *by a fit man,” (a man standing 


ready). There we have the analogy with ourselves, an express10n 


of the sins of the people.

MONDAY AFTERNOON. 


The afternoon sess10n was opened by the Children's call. 


Wake, wake, children all, 
See the star of love $0 bright, 
Shed its bright glad beams afar 
Filled with truth and joy and might. 


The happy Builders then skipped about the hall carrying the 
chain of Kindness, of Purity and Love, and giving to each one 
present a white link of kindness to weld into a life chain, and be 
of it a part. On each link was written the motto of the League of 
Kindness : 
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'*A touch of kindness here and there. 
Makes God's face smile everywhere.” 


The opening talk was given by Mrs. Kent, who said that the 
program of the afternoon was the real report of the vear, it being 
the result of the children's own efforts. 

\ith but sh1ght exception all the numbers on the program were 
the original creations of the children ; the songs, recitations, games, 
lines of study. and methods of furthering the work itself. 

Fhis 1s the underlying principle of the work—that the children 
:hould unfold the outer structure from within and build a founda- 
tion as well as the superstructure from their own hfe substance. 

During the past seven year cycle of the Temple Builders life on 
this plane, there has been a gathering together by the soul forces of 
the child, the particles which Shall torm the nucleus of the body 
through which the ego may express 1itself more maturely as time 
GUYCS:.ONH. 

This fact has been evidenced in the character of the work of 
the past years, the main part of 1t being along the lines of general 
heart and domestic life, leaving the intellectual or personal teatures 
to find their true and natural places as a resultant oft the comimg 
together of the two opposite poles of the child nature, with the ever 
dominating Master Soul as the guide. 

The program. of the day contains some numbers which have been 
given before, but this has been done for the purpose just mentioned 
—that the children might classify the work of former years, in other 
words, find the place where each stone from the pile gathered en 
masse will best fit in the building now being reared by them, and to 
apply the lasting cement of love in quantities needed to hold 
together the stones of different $1zes and material. 

The morning's program. showed the industrial and domestic 
Stones. There are among: the pile, musical, art, and some small 
mathematical and geographical stones, all of which will grow m 
evidence quring the coming year. 

During the winter the children have held under Mrs. Harrison s 
direction, children's musical and art symphonies, at which the works 
and lives of the masters were studied. These meetings were 
attended and enjoyed by the people of this neighborhood. A class 
in vocal music was also held by Mrs. Parsons, twice a week during 
the winter for the children of this neighborhood. 

These classes, along with the League of Kindness branch of the 
work, are practical propaganda lines for the Temple, towards which 
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the Builders ever look and aspire with hearts overflowing 1n con- 
Secration of love, joy and buoyancy of childhood. 


Fhe results of the music study were shown in the piano solo by 
George Harrison and the quet. by Sigurt Varian of Palo Alto and 
George Harrison. Jean Little of Palo Alto sang a Finger Lullaby 


until all the drowsy fingers went to sleep, sleep, sleep. 


Reports and remarks were made by the different ofhcers. Mrs. 
LaDue stated that if we were ever to get the Temple work intro- 
duced outside we would have to depend largely upon the children, by 
training and educating the children in the Temple philosophy until 
we had those who could promulgate the work by the natural rad1a- 
tion of their mental, spiritual and social influence. 

The child understands easily, 1s not Iimited by pre-concetvecd 
icleas, and gives to us the example of the true position or attitude 
by which we may readily understand. 

All great things start with the little. The atom or germ develops 
into the Conscious Self. If we would become a god we must begin 
with the single cell. 

[f we begin with the children, gradually organizing them into 
larger groups, inculcating in them the greater truths of hte we $shall 
have later on a working corps that nothing can overcome. 

Doctor Dower called attention. to the growing need for a school 
under our own control, and of the inquiries now heing made by 
different ones as to the possthilities of establishing one in the near 
future. 

The proper facilities and means of educating the children, along 
true lines and methods was something we would soon have to 
Seriously consider, and which had already been given a good and 
promising basis in the work done $so far by the children.

The fourth annual meeting of Temple Home Assoctation mem- 
bers was held in accordance with the By-Laws. Eighty-s1x mem- 
bers of the Association were present in person or by proxy. 

the reports for the year were rendered by the Doard of Direc- 
tors and three directors elected to fill the places of the three whose 
lerms expired. The elections are by ballot. It was found that the 
three whose terms expired, Franca A. La Due, W. H. Dower, and 
'dgar Conrow were re-elected by a unanimous vote, each one 
recerving exactly 86 votes. The work was shown to be 1 excellent 
nealthy condition financially in every way. _ The reports were 
=ummed up by the President in the following words : 

We are in better condition financially and in every way than 
at any time since the Association was started nearly s1x years ago. 
.\nother year should see the Ass0ciation entirely out of debt, not 
counting the mortgage indehtedness, and even that may be sub- 
Stantially reduced as it was last year. As a result of the various 
methods tried of co-operation, both on a community plan and on a 
profit-sharing plan during the past years, a vast experience has been 
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gained that is of incalculable value for future work. Whatever 
mistakes of method were made, have heen on $o small a scale that 
the work was never endangered. The strictest economy has pre- 
vailed and good judgment used $s that when any plan was seen 
to he working harm or tending in the wrone direction, 1t has heen 
changed at once and the line of least resistance followed. The 
AsSociation owns nearly 200 acres of land free and clear of all 
debt. Then it has nearly eighty acres of fine iand with some mort- 
gage indehtedness against 1t in addition to the valuable hotel and 
Sanatormm property, and all mmprovements on its land and build- 
Ings, etc. | 

\Ye also have now a good Sold nuclens of loyal workers deter- 
mine that the work $shall go on, and any opposttion s1mply begets a 
creater determination that the work will succeed, and that every 
detail of the Great Plan $hall he worked ont according to direc- 
tions. One by one, other loyal members are being added to this 
trained nucleus, and with swvch a body building up, able to meet 
every test interiorly and exteriorly, there can be no doubt of the 
grandly snccessful outcome.” 

[mportant amendments were also suhmitted at this meeting and 
voted upon. All the amendiments were adopted except the one 
which would have remove the tine hmit of the elig1hility of mem- 
hers for the directorship. This one was voted down. 

A strong resolution was presented by Dr. Little, expressing 
thanks to, and confhdence in the ofhcers and loval memhers of the 
Board of Directors in carrying on $0 successfully So difhcult a work 
as the Tt. I. :\. and also thanking all loyal members, resident and 
non-rexdent, for upholding the hands of those in charge, in their 
great task of co-ordinating and. pushing on a work of this nature. 
This was unanimously adopted. 

The tctal value of Association property at this time, which 
means land tree and clear of all debt, equities in land, chattels, tools, 
equipment, etc., amounts to $30,559.58. 

An auditing committee was appointed as 1s customary. The 
commuttee this year consisted of Mrs. Varian, Dr. Little, and Mr. 
Dardrick. 

Reports and methods were discussed freely by members present. 
The utmost harmony and feelings. of unity prevailed and not a
